STORY 


VIROQUA. Wls., Not.

elal.)—The hoodoo that has hovered 
over the farm of John' Lind, a far­ 
mer li-ing two 
miles east 
of this 
city, reasserted 
itself at 
7 o’clock 
this morning when the farm residence 
was burned to the ground. 
The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but there is no suspicion of incen­ 
diarism. 
The whole upper portion 
of the house was discovered to be in 
flames, and the fam ily hurried out, 
barely escaping with their lives. Not 
a single article of furniture or valua­ 
ble was saved, the flames doing their 
work so quickly that no attempt at 
saving personal effects 
could 
ba 
made. The insurance but partly cov­ 
ered the loss. 
Three Fire*. 
The “kibosh” first descended upon 
Henry Lind seven years ago, when 
his house on his farm was burned, a 
hired girl perishing in the flames. A 
new site was selected, and another 
fine country home built, 
but 
five 
years ago it too was swept away by 
the flames. 
The house, built upon 
the same foundation, has now gone 
up In smoke after its predecessors, 
and Mr. Lind scarcely is wondering if 
there is any use of rebuilding. 
Two Tornadoes. 
But fire is not the only form In 
which misfortune 
has 
persecuted 
Henry Lind. 
Twice within the past 
five years, once in 1903 and again 
two years ago, tornadoes have level­ 
ed his barns and tobacco houses to 
the ground. 
In each case the fury

THE CENTER OF POPULATION 


Gradually moving westward along 
the 29th degree of latitude in the 
United States is an invisible spot 
known as the center of population. 
This wavers north and south only 
slightly, but is ever on its westward 
journey. 
When Washington was president 
this point was over Chesapeake bay. 
The next census in 1800 located this 
directly north of the new capitol at 
Washington, so when the site for the 
national seat of government was se­ 
lected it was at about the center of 
population. Our forefathers did not, 
however, allow for the western ex­ 
pansion, for to them even Washing­ 
ton was a long ways west. 
Up to the census of 1830 this point 


was all the time above the 39th de 
gree. but had a tendency to work ii 
1 a southerly direction, showing tha 
population was increasing more rap 
idly in the south than north. Boti 
sections kept about the same rate o 
increase during the next 30 years u 
to the civil war, but ewing to severs 
causes it moved decidedly northw&r 
after the war. By this time the wes 
had so increased in population tha 
in 1880 we find Cincinnati at abou 
the center of things. Since then i 
has entered Indiana and the nex 
census in 1910, it is estimated, wil 
establish thp center of populated 
near the western line of Indiana an 
a little north of the. 39th degree q 
latitude.
